Dealing in detail with tills exodus, 
wh!< 1» has been taking place from 
Canada to (ho United States, tho 
speaker declared that, during ills 
travels in Canada bo has mado a 
point of J’lquiring from tho young 
people wnom lie lias met, to find out 
what their primary ambitious are. IIo 
has found here .many young people 
from tho Hrltlsh Isles and Australia 
who arc staying in Canada only until 
their quota in the United States may 
be thrown open. 

“In your universities and colleges, 
you are teaching your young people 
about history and the sciences and 
law, but are you teaching them 
enough about Canada?" h© asked. 
“Are you teaching them anything 
about Canada's abundance of re¬ 
sources?

Hones Deserves Best Of Care 


"If spring shooting of migratory 
gamo birds had not been abolished 
throughout North Am« rlca in 1916 
there would not now be left a sufll 
dent number of bird© of certain ini 
port ant speck's to provide shooting 
for anybody, either In spring or fall " 

Tills considered opinion of a Cana 
dian game conservationist brings In 
to high relief tho bent fits of the Ml 
gratory Links Treaty between Con 
ada an<l the United States and tho 
Acts which implement it. The com 
plot© extinction of tho passenger 
pigeon shows that tills is not an over 
statement, for while tlie case of the 
passenger pigeon prev ents peculiar 
features, nevertheless tho fact re¬ 
mains that this bautlful and useful 
bird was exterminated bocad.se of 
lack of protection at the spring nest 
ing time. Tho passenger pigeon In 
the 80's of tho last century flocked 
In Canada and the northern United 
States by millions, yet so rapid was 
the process of extermination that this 
bird had completely disappeared 
nearly thirty years ago. 

This and other facts concerning tho 
possible practical extermination of 
some of our remaining species of mi¬ 
gratory game birds geese, ducks, 
etc.— have led. to tho general accept- 


Rabbits Undermining Lighthouse At 

Entrance Of Juan de Fuca Strait 

Tlie rabbit, such a pretty and at¬ 
tractive pet when kept in n hutch, is 
undoubtedly one of tho most destruc¬ 
tive and dangerous pests among the 
mammals. 

In Australia, millions of dollars 
worth of damage is done by It every 
year, and hundreds of thousands of 
dollars have to be spent in erecting 
wiro fences, laying traps, and bo on, 
li> keep clown tho pef.ts. 

A similar state of things exists in 
California, and now the rabbit is des¬ 
troying .Smith Island at the eastern 
entrance of tlio Strait of Juan do 
Fucu.* 

Here tfte animals are proving more 
destructive titan the sea and they 
haro so undermined tho lighthouse 
standing there Hint It Is In danger 
or falling. 

Twenty-five years ago a former 
lighthouse keeper took a pair of rab¬ 
bits to the island and began breeding 
them to supply tlie Seattle market, 
llttlo realizing what the result of his 
experiment would bo. 

The rabbits multiplied at an alarm¬ 
ing rate and overran tho Isiund, eat¬ 
ing every green thing and, tunnelling 
through tlie sandy soil. Not only tlie 
light horn-c and tho wireless station 
aro now in danger, but the very Is¬ 
land itself is threatened, for, under¬ 
mined ns it Is, in all directions, and 
covering only 56 acres, it will fall an 
easy prey to angry seas. 

It is astonishing what a danger and 
a menace to a count!-} a little ani¬ 
mal, which, Individually, is not only 
Inoffensive but attractive. 


Injustice To Agriculture 


Food Shortage Is Predicted In United 
States Within Next 40 Years 

A revolt by tlie Industrial popula¬ 
tion against high foo'd costs was pic¬ 
tured beforo tho Institute of Politics 
as a posslbilty In the United States 
within the next 40 years. 

Henry A. Wallace, son of the form¬ 
er secretary of the association, in an 
address on the agricultural situation, 
decried tho grave injustice that has 
been done to agriculture during the 
past oix years. Ho predicted a food 
shortage within 10 years with result¬ 
ant disturbances that will cause In¬ 
dustrial centres a thousand times as 
much worry as the present farm 
altuatlon. 

He also warned that tho industrial 
population might precipitate trouble 
when an imminently inadequate food 
supply compels them to pay unduo 
proportion of their wages for food.

there. The object, of course, in theso 
measures is not to reduce human pro 
fit and pleasure but to Increase it by 
perpetuating and Increasing the num¬ 
bers of tlie animals or birds concern 
eck SpeakJng of tlie country as a 
whole. Canada has held a good stock 
of moose and deer, aud is rapidly 
bringing back the buffalo and the elk. 
and there is every reason to believe 
Umt tho samo happy result will fol 
low the efficient management of 
North America’s wild ducks and 
geese.

Curb British Money Lenders 

N«vv Bill Contains Restrictions Which 
Will Benefit the Public 
The Moneylenders Hill which has 
passed tho British House of Com¬ 
mons and is now before the House of 
Lords, is practically certain of a safe 
passage to the Statute Book. The Hill 
is expected to come Into force next 
New Year's day. Its provisions are: — 

(1) Every moneylender must take 
out an annual license coating £15, in 
respect of each of his offices; (2) 

Moneylender’s circulars are declared 
Illegal, unless asked for; (3) 

Moneylenders may advert iso only in 
a specified form; (4) Moneylenders 
may not employ cam as sera (touts) 
or agents. 

(5) -Memoranda of contracts must 
bo signed by borrowers and copies 
supplied to borrowers within seven 
days; (G) Contracts must show the 
date of tho loan and the interest per 
cent, per annum; (7) Compound in¬ 
terest, and Increase in the rate of 
Interest for default, aro prohibited; 

(8) Moneylenders must supply on 
tho borrower’s demand at any time a 
record of tho state of any loan. 

(9)- -Interest Is limited to 4S per 
cent, per annum, unless proof can be 
produced that higher interest is not 
“harsh and unconscionable." (10) 

Preliminary charges aro forbidden, 
and there Is a general limit of twelve 
months from tho date of default to 
actions by moneylenders; (11) Tho 
measure applies (with certain modifl 
cations), to Scotland, but not to 
Northern Ireland.

Stockholm. By a series of mire 
strict ed treaties of conc-lllatlon and 
arbitration, war lias already been 
"outlawed" between Sweden nnd her 
Scandinavian neighbors, as well ns 
with a number of other European 
countries.

If It could be possible to have over* 
pelt taken in prhno condition the 
value or the Canadian fur catch would 
each reason bo increased by millions 
of dollars, according to a report re 
cenlly published by th»> Natural He 
sources Intelligence! Service of the 
Department of the Interior at Ottawa, 
copies of which may lx* secured with 
out charge More than half of the 
pelts of come species taken pro e uu- 
prhnc on examination, and grade not 
hlghei than No. 2 in quaill; . There 
*« ms no reason to d ubt, states tin 
report, that If proper foresight aud 
attention wore given by Individuals 
to I heir trapping enterprises, the 
polls taken might be nearly 1 t><> per 
Ton: prime. An experienced fur man 
can detemdno quite readily tho sea 
son at which n pelt has been taken, 
by the appearance of the skin and 
ovorhalr. When dried an uuprime 
skin has a bluish appearance on the 
flesh side down the back and sides. 
When prime it lias a creamy white 
color. It is desirable to capture fur- 
bearers when prime, because the fui 
and overhalr arc heavier and fuller 
then and do not easily fall out. The 
polls of moat of the animals become 
prime some time about the end ^>f 
November, although In a country so 
great in area as Canada, some varin 
lion may obtain. 

The beauty of certain pells is due 
largely to the overhalr. It is long 
glossy silv er black overhair that gives 
the prime silver fox pelt Its great 
superiority as a money getter over 
opo that la rubbed or unprhuo.

Contains Deadly Acid 
Tapioca is known ns a mild and 
delicate food, but in Its native state 
It contains a poi«?on so deadly ns to 
kill within a few minutes the person 
who should eat the root of the bitter 
cassava, from which tapioca is made 
Tho poison found In the Juice of the 
root is called liydrocayanle acid, and 
its flavor and odor i.i familiar to 
those who have eaten a bitter almond 
or the kernel of a pencil pit, rlncc 
both of these contain It in small 
quantities. This dangerous acid is 
easily driven away by heat. 

The cassava plant, or manioc, as It 
alao is called. Is n native of South 
America and furnishes a staple food 
for the Indians there?. There are two 
varieties, tho bitter and the sweet. 
Tho latter is not poisonous and can 
bo eaten raw or used as a fresh veg¬ 
etable. Hut It is tho bitter cassava 
that Is more valuable, for It is from 
this one that tapioca is made from 
■ the starchy part of tho roots.
